‘Will There Be War?’ Ask Many 


Grim Mieinories of Hitler Era 


Wave of Pessimism Engulfs World 


LONDON (Reuters) — The 
breakdown of the Paris sum- 
iriit talks Tuesday night stir¬ 
red a world wide wave of pessi¬ 
mism and talk of war. 

“WIU there be war?” People 
In Paris were asking, echoing 
the anxious words of others 
elsewhere. 

Soviet Premier Khrushchev 


was the target of bitter criti¬ 
cism in non-Communisl coun¬ 
tries. 

Some West German news¬ 
papers sai4 Khrushchev’s con¬ 
duct brought back grim mem¬ 
ories of Hitler and "the period 
of surprises” with which the 
Nazi dictator opened what one 
paper called "the moat terrible 
period of history.” 


Another compared Khrush¬ 
chev to "Stalin in his best 
days." while a West Berlin 
daily said the Kremlin leader 
"plays poker with peace." 

In the Soviet Uni^. Ruasian 
propagandists continued to 
hammer away at the theme 
that American “reactionary 
circle* aimed at torpedoing 
the Paris talks. 


One broadcast laid the ac¬ 
tions of the UJ5. and President 
Elsenhower were reminiscent 
of the events which preceded 
the Second World War. 

Dismay and indignation high¬ 
lighted &'itlah preaa comment 
on Khniahchev’s attitude. The

rset of the world will find his 
behavior hard to forgive. 

The London Standard de¬ 
clared the "appalling conse¬ 
quences" of a breakdown In 
reUtiona with Russia would 
mean a resumption of the anna 
race on a bigger scale than 
ever before. 

But it went on. surrender¬ 
ing to the Khrushchev ultima¬ 


tum would be even more dis¬ 
astrous. 

Summit developments caused 
general dismay in Communist 
Poland. Many feared a eold 
war flareup would undermine 
nuiay of Poland's weak links 
with the West and weaken the 
alreedy-preearioua intamal lib¬ 
erties.

SEIBERLiNe DIES 
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Explosion at the Summit 


O NE is templed to conclude that 
Mr. Khnishchev never Intended 
that the summit conference should 
succeed If any man is a realist he is. 
lie knows that his own regime runs 
probably the mast extensive espio¬ 
nage system in operation. In this 
context his anger at the U.S. spy 
plane, real or simulated, is hypo¬ 
critical. No bigger kettle ever called 
a pot black. 

Of Itself, also, this incident would 
he insufficient to call off a summit 
eonference if there were real desire 
for an ea.sement on the part of the 
Kremlin. If begins to look as though 
Russia wants the Aid war to con¬ 
tinue. The U.S. blundered badly and 
no nation ran accept the threat of 
foreign planes flying over its terri¬ 
tory. Rut qrlesoiis though the spy- 
plane Inrid.'nl was it is insufficient 
grounds for summarily wrecking the 
summit meeting. 

It was foreshadowed that Mr. 
Khnishchev would make propaganda 
out of the U.S.'s dlscomfilure. It was 
never thought he would go to the 
lengths he has done. He made an 
immediate gain. He forced Mr. Elsen¬ 
hower to promise a halt to future 
aerial espionage. His further demand 
that those responsible be punished, 
and his taunt that the summit meet¬ 
ing should he poaAonad until another 
II.S. president had been elected, was 
insulting both to Mr. Eisenhower and 
his country. 

This will never be forgotten in 
America. Of Itself it was enough 
to beat the cold war to bolHng point. 
It indicates that the road to peace Is 
yet far off. This is not a road that 
can be travelled by insult and invec¬ 
tive, and Mr. Khrushchev was dis¬ 
courtesy personified. Perhaps the 
summit gatherhiK was doomed from 
the beginning when Mr. E ls enho w er 
and Mr. Khrushchev dM not shake 
hands when they met. 

Mr. Khrushdiev can turn his atti¬ 
tudes on and off Hite a chameleon, 
however. Hla spy p l a n a ttrada may 


not have Iw'ti feigned: it may have 
stemmed from fcir. The fact that 
this plane penelrnled so far into 
Hu»i;i m;i>’ li.a\e created alarm in 
the .Soviet Union. The claim that it 
could have been shot (town anytime 
before it actually was could be gloss 
to hide a defensive deficieney. If this 
thesis has warrant it might explain 
Mr. Khrushchev's behavior. The 
thought that other pianos might 
easily gel through the Russian cur¬ 
tain could easily startle him into the 
explosion to which he gave vent. 

There is also another angle, and 
one, which the Russian premier obvi¬ 
ously would exploit to the full. It is 
that the spy-plane has caused uneasi¬ 
ness among America's allies: not be¬ 
cause of spying hut about the wisdom 
and direction of American policy, 
both political and military. A note 
of doubt has tss'ii heard, and Mr. 
Khrushchev it the man to seize on it. 
He has done so with a vengeance, and 
possibly to create a breach on Ihd 
Allied side or at least weaken its 
solidarity. 

There will always be imponder- 
"ables where the Russians aie con¬ 
cerned. They are better bluffers, 
also, and more ready to push brink¬ 
manship to the limit. At the moment 
Mr. Khrushchev has laid down his 
ultimatums; which when summed up 
infer that summH agreement can be 
obtained only on Russian terms. 
Despite the present disadvantage of 
the American position these terms 
cannot be entertained by the West. 
In all probability Mr. Khrushchev 
knows this perfectly wzell. He Is the 
best poker player of them all. 

Prime Minister Macmillan and 
President de Gaullt are trying to save 
the summit conference at all costa. 
Mr. IQtrushchev haa not actually 
walked out, so It may be resumed. 
It Is dtfflcult to imagine that anv 
good can come of It after such a 
disa.strous and disruptive opening. 
There la acarcely a parallel to it in 
all tha history of international diplo¬ 
macy.

T!ie anti • submarine 
weapons are designed to locate, 
track and destroy a modem 
fast submarine, under average 
conditions. 

The potential of these ships 
as anti-submarine vessels has 
to be seen and experienced to 
be fully appreciated. These 
ships can be manoeuvred and 
fought from below decks with 
a minimum of personnel in 
exposed positions. If the ship 
had to steam throirgh nuclear 
fali-out all personnel could 
take shelter below decks white 
the outside atmosphere could 
be completely shut off until 
the ship had manoeuvred clear 
of the cloud. 

The superiority of the radar 
and other electronic control 
equipment can best be Illus¬ 
trated by an incident which 
happened off the West Coast 
last year.

Wrens Serve i message from chief 
The Navy Well 


No hlntory of the flr*f 50 
years of tho Royal Canadian 
Navy would be complete with¬ 
out mention Of the actompllsh 
menu of the women in uni¬ 
form. The WRCNS wa» estab¬ 
lished as a wartime emergency 
measure and was disbanded at 
the end of the Second World 
War. But the efficient, uncom¬ 
plaining service rendered dur¬ 
ing the war could not be for 
gotten and the wrens are with 
Us again. * 

The WRCNS was the young 
est branch of the three armed 
forces. The Canadian Army 
and the Royal Canadian Air 
Force both admitted women to 
their ranks before the RCN did. 

The organization of what is 
today the “Wrens" started 
early in I9i2. Before this, even. 
Captain Eustace Brock went 
to England to study methods 
of the WRNS. In May. 1942. 
an announcement was made 
that parliament had approved 
formation of the Women’s 
Royal Canadian Naval Service. 
Captain Brock waa appointed 
the first Director. 

To help in the early organ- 
Ication. three WRNS officers 
were k^ed by the Royal Navy 
to Canada. They were: Super¬ 
intendent Joan Carpenter. 
CBE; Chief Officer Dorothy 
Ishemood. and Second Officer 
Xl^beth Sturdee. 

The Wrens actually started 
frem nothing. Before the first 
members could be brought in 
for training, it was necessary 
to sat down regulations, pro- 
vkte accommodation, choose 
uniforms, and Intervleir tha 
hundreds of girls who wlahad 
to serve in navy blue. 

This initial work took ate- 
oral months, and involved 
traveOing from coast to coast 
By Aug. 2M. 1942. 68 probation- 
aiy w r ana had begun their 
naval careen at Klnfamlll 


On Oct. 15. 1942. the first 
class of Probationary Wrens 
entered the e.stablishment 
which was laier to be known 
as H-MCS By town II. 

The first days of 1943 saw 
wrens in Halifax for duty m 
the Fleet Mali> office—some of 
the first jobs they took over 
in the Atlantic Command to re¬ 
lease men for active duty at 
sea. 

By February, there were 400 
Canadian Wrens on active ser¬ 
vice. and an officers' training 
course w.ss inaugurated in 
Ottawa where Hardy House 
had been obtained. 

In April the first Wrens toi 
go on foreign service were; 
posted to Washington to work 
wdth the naval section of the 
Canadian Joint Staff. 

By this time. 230 girls were 
working at Naval Head¬ 
quarters and there were 1,000 
in uniform. In May. the min¬ 
ister for National Defence for 
Naval Services, the Hon. 
Angus L. Macdonald, visited 
the training school at Galt 

In August, headquarters an¬ 
nounced that the first group 
of Wrens had been chosen for 
overseas service with the RCN. 

During 1944 the 9,000 mark 
was passed In recruiting 
Wrens, and new cqfegCHies 
were opened and new beses 
established. 

By early 1946 the WRCNS 
waa disbanded, and ex-Wren 
Associations were formed > 

In May. 1951, parliament 
authorted the formation of a 
Wren saction in the RCN (Re- 
). Recruits entered the 
RCN(R). with the initial cett- 
1^ ol 900 women to serve vari¬ 
ous naval divisione. Rather 
than being a eeparete wganlxa- 
tioQ ae during the war. postwar 
Wrens formed an Integral part 
of tha raaerve.

Some West German news 
pajwrs said Khrushchev s con¬ 
duct brought back grim mem¬ 
ories of Hitler and “the period 
of surprises" with which the 
Nazi dictator opened what one 
paper called "the most terrible 
period of history. ' 


Another compared Khrush¬ 
chev to "Stalin in hia best 
days." while a West Berlin 
daily said the Kremlin leader 
“plays poker with peace." 

In the Soviet Union. Russton 
propagandists continued to 
hammer away at the theme 
that American "reactionary 
circles aimed at torpedoing 
the Paris talks. 


One broadcast aald the ac> 
tiona of the U3. and Preaklent 
Eisenhower were r^nlnlacen^ 
of the events which preceded 
the Second World War. 

Dismay and indignation high¬ 
lighted British press comment 
on Khrushchev's attitude. The 
Russian leader may fly home 
a Russian and Chineae hero, 
aald the London Star, but tha 


reat of the world wlU find hla 
behavior hard to forgive. 

The London Standard de¬ 
clared the "appalling conse¬ 
quences" of a breakdown In 
relations with Russia would 
mean a resumption of the arms 
race on a bigger acade than 
ever before. 

But. it went on. surrender¬ 
ing to the Khrushchev ultima¬ 


tum would be even more die- 
astroua. 

Summit developments cauaed 
general dismay In Communist 
Poland. Many feared a cold 
war flareup would undermine 
many of Poland's araak links 
with the West and weaken tha 
already-precaiious Internal Ub- 
ertiea.
